PENITENTIARY MATTERS. 

Statistics and Reformation of Con- 
victs. 

Rev. W. B. Cooper, Prison Chap- 
lain, in a chance conversation recent- 
ly, substantially said that he would 
estimate that at least twenty per 
cent, of the convicts in this peniten- 
tiary are susceptible to complete and 
permanent reformation.' By this he 
said he meant they will hot only 
become good and useful citizens 
after the expiration of their terms, 
but members of theichurch and ear- 
nest followers of the teachings of 
Christ. He thought the number 
could be considerably increased if 
the State would adopt the graded 
or class system instead of the pres- 
ent mode of confinement and com 
mingling in one prison of all classes, 
from the youth to the aged and crime- 
hardened villian. Besides the young 
criminals, who have committed their 
ftrst offense, there are a large num- 
ber of older men in the penitentiary 
who were good citizens until in a 
moment of weakness they were over- 
powered by sudden temptation or 
provocation. Though all mankind 
are prone to sin, all are not born un- 
der like conditions of body and 
circumstances, nor subjected to such 
supreme trials, perhaps, as made 
criminals of many of these prisoners, 
but that Is the greater reason why 
faith can be placed in the reformation 
of a man who has been unfortunate 
and not inherently base. His fall and j 
punishment have awakened him to a 
sense of his weakness and the need 
of a support from a higher source 
than man can furnish bim and natu- 
rally he enters the church, a most 
repentant and earnest searcher for 
light and strength to guide him. 

Such large results in this life with- 
out even a consideration of the life 
hereafter are worth striving for at 
any cost or sacrifice and the State 
can not begin poo soon on the House 
of Reform for Juvenile offenders as j 
the Constitution contemplated, and ' 
perhaps a later day may open the 
eyes of the Legislature to further 
needed grading and classification of 
the prisoners.

THE CENSUS OF CONVICTS A.\D PAUPERS. 

The last United States census shows 
that in 1890 the population of the 
country was 62.6-22.2o0 and that there 
were 45,233 convicts in the penitenti- 
aries, or one convict for every 722 in- 
habitants. In addition to this, there 
were 19,538 prisoners confined in the 
county or city jails, making a totahof 
64,761 people under the sentence of 
the law. 

The census also shows that there 
were 73,045 paupers in poor-houses 
dependent on State, county or city 
aid, 50,741 of whom were males and 
32,304 females. Of these, Kentucky 
had 1,578 paupers in the list. Much 
of this pauperism was the offspring 
of crime and Intemperance. 

Country Fire. 

On Monday night the tobacco barn 
of Mr. John Rossell, who lives several 
miles from the city, on the Bald 
Knob pike, together with two tene- 
ment house* on the place, was de- 
stroyed by fire. The tobacco barn 
had about 15,000 pounds of old tobacco 
in it, all of which was destroyed. 
One of the tenement* was oocupied 
by Mr. LannyFlynn, who saved near- 
ly all of his furniture, but M i« Jane 
Foster, who occupied the other, lost 
all of her possessions except one bed 
and some bedding. The loss, all told, 
is estimated at $3,500, with $2,000 in- 
surance.

A few days ago Mrs. John E. Miles 
ime into possession of an old piece 
of furniture— a chest of drawers, desk 
and book case combined— which 
had belonged to her grandfather, 
William Strother Hawkins, of Wood- 
ford county.

It contained old papers 
dating back to 1803 and 1813. One, a 
land patent, granting to W. S. Haw- 
kins eight hundred and ninety-five 
acres of land in Ohio, near Cincin- 
nati, and mentioning it as his part 
of four thousand acres of land given 
by Congress to his father, Capt. 
Moses Hawkins, for services render- 
ed in the Continental Army of Vir- 
ginia. (Capt. Hawkins' wife was 
Susan or Sukey Strother, aunt of 
Gen Zachery Taylori. The patent 
is on parchment, perfectly preserved 
and was signed in 1803 by Thomas 
Jefferson, President, James Mad^ 
ison, Secretary of State, and W. 
Dearborn, Secretary of War. Mrs. 
Miles values the papers very highly 
as relics, but will investigate the 
land claim.

Sheriff Lyons, of Menefee county, 
on Tuesday afternoon brought to the 
penitentiary, Alonzo Brookshire, the 
twenty-one-year old murderer of 
Jailer Tipton and Constable Howard 
of Montgomery county, whom Brook- 
shire Killed while the officers were at- 
tempting to arrest him. Armed mobs 
pursued Brookshire and endea* 
ored to lynch him ever since he was 
first apprehended and jailed, but his 
keepers continued to outwit the mob 
by removing him to Lexington, from 
which place he was taken to French- 
burg Monday and tried and given a 
life sentence and put on the first 
train that came along to bring him 
to the penitentiary here. It chanced 
that the first train was headed for 
Catlettsburg, but that didn't daunt 
the Sheriff who boarded it with his 
prisoner and three guards just as the 
mob arrived in the opposite quarter 
of the town. From Catlettsburg the 
party went to Covington and thence 
to Lexington and this city. Brook- 
shire, on the trip, was heavily ironed 
and had a rope around his waist and 
fastened to one of the guards to 
prevent escape. The roundabout 
route and number of guards to bring 
the prisoner to the penitentiary were 
deemed necessary by the Judge of 
the Court, but the law, unfortunately 
for the Sheriff, would not allow the 
Auditor to pay him for more than one 
guard and the mileage by the most 
direct route to Frankfort.

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Eeport of President Williams and 
Superintendent Rhoads. 

The report of President U. V. Wil- 
liams, of the Board of Trustees, Su- 
perintendent McHenry Rhoads and 
the Principals of the West End and 
Colored Public Schools of Frankfort 
from January 1, 1891, to June 30, 1892, 
la oat and ready for distribution to 
the friends and patrons of the schools. 
President Williams says the success 
of the schools for the period mention- 
ed has been remarkable. He recom- 
mends that Trigonometry, Survey- 
ing. Book keeping, Comercial Arith- 
metic and English Grammar review- 
ed, be added to the course In the High 
School. He regards the school in the 
West End as a success, and desires 
its continuance, speaks in the high- 
est terms of praise of the kindergar- 
ten department, and is hopeful that 
the generosity of some public spirited 
citizen will endow an industrial school 
to complete the educational system 
of the public schools of the city. 
Prof. Rhoads discusses the various 
departments and studies at greater 
length than President Williams, and 
furnishes the course of study and a 
number of tables of statistics on the 
attendance and other points of infor- 
mation affecting the interests of the 
schools. Prof. Jasper Dalton, of the 
West End school, reviews his labors 
for the year, and Prof. Wm. H. Mayo, 
of the Colored School, gives an out- 
line of the history of the colored pub- 
lic school, the work it has accomplish- 
ed and his experiences of the past 
year's session. In addition to all this, 
the report includes the rules and reg- 
ulations of the Board of Trustees, and 
a financial exhibit from which it is 
noted that for the white school from 
January 1, 1891. to July 1, 1892, there 
was expended $19,839.81; that the 
average cost per pupil, biped on cur- 
rent expenses and census list, was 
$8.18, but based on total enrollment, 
fU.63. The colored school for the 
same period cost $7,173.59. The board 
holds $96,000 in six per cent, bonds of 
the city of Frankfort. 

Pupils living outside of the city are 
charged as follows: One, $20; two, $36; 
three, $46 and feur pupils, $60. Col- 
ored pupils are charged half of the 
foregoing rate. 

Altogether the report is compre- 
hensive and most creditable in its 
representation of the workings of the 
educational branch of the city gov- 
ernment, for which the Board of Trus- 
tees and Superintendent Rhoads and

The handsomest residence in the 
county, and perhaps the equal of the 
finest in the State, has just been fin- 
ished and occupied by Attorney-Gen- 
eral W. J. Hendrick and his family. 
It is on the site and includes a part of 
the dwelling in which Mr. E. P. Bryan 
lived near Jones' Station, and is a 
perfect model of colonial architect- 
ure. 

The main part of the house consists 
of the hall and a cross hall behind, 
which is the added portion, which, 
beginning with the ground floor, con- 
sists of dining room, kitchen, china 
closet and laundry. On the second 
floor, bed chambers immediately over 
the rooms of the first floor, and gen- 
tleman's bath room. The third floor 
contains the school-room, servants' 
rooms and gymnasium or ball-room. 
In front of the cross hall, and to the 
left of the main hall, as you enter, are 
the two parlors, and on the right the 
reception room and breakfast room, 
the latter being connected by the 
pantry* to the kitchen. On the sec- 
ond floor, above the parlors, are the 
library and two bed rooms, and on 
the opposite side of the hall the cham- 
ber of Mrs. Hendrick and nursery, 
with ladies bath-room attached. The I 
entire house, from the cross hall of 
one side to the intersection of the 
gallery, with the cross hall on the 
other side, is surrounded by a gallery I 
fifteen feet wide and conforming to 
MM general contour of the house, j 
There is a tower on the south-east' 
corner extending throughout the first 
Bad second stories, which affords in i 
its elevation above the roof a mag- 1 
niflcent view of the surrounding; 
country. The interior is entirely fin- 1 
ished in hard wood, the general fin- 
ish being antique oak, but each room 
having separate finish in hard wood 
of its own. Gas and wires for electric 
lights extend throughout the house, 
and hot air flues warm the halls as 
well as each room, which 1b furnished 
also with a radiant grate. The house 
is supplied with hot and cold water 
by a reservoir immediately beneath 
the slate roof. Pumps inside ' the 
kitchen and laundry foroe the water 
from four cisterns into the reservoir. 
The farm property on which the resi- 
dence i« situated contains 100 acres of 
the best land in the county.

It will be sometime 
however, before the interorwork wil 
be finished. This is one of the hand 
somest church edificies for colored 
persons in the State and in fact will 
present a Imost favorable contrast 
with the leading church buildings 
here for the white people. 

THE STREET RAILROAD. 

It is here at last and has come to stay 
Who is it now that says Frankfort is 
not keeping pace with her neighbors? 

For the past five years or more the 
matter of building a street railroad 
in this city has been repeatedly agi- 
tated and companies actually organ- 
ized to give the movement substan 
tial endorsement, but from one cause 
or another the road failed to materi- 
alize, until hope deferred, making the 
hearts of the citizens sick, had caused 
them to lose all faith in such an enter- 
prise. The question was often asked 
why the Capital City of nearly 10,000 
inhabitants could not support a street 
railroad, when a number of smaller 
towns in the State were splendidly 
provided with these great conveni- 
ences. It could not be satisfactorily 



answered then, but it is a most gat- 
fying pleasure at last to be able this 
week to say that the road is a cer_ 
tainty; that all local spirit of enter, 
prise and progress is not extinct, but 
like smouldering ashes fanned, is 
kindling into activity with the breeze 
of confidence in the retention of the 
Capital and the future growth and 
prosperity of the city. The road is not 
only promised, bak several squares of 
t has already been laid on the South 
Side, beginning at Judge Sneed's cor- 
ner on Shelby street. Mr. Jerry 
Brislan has a force of thirty-five men 
constantly employed in laying the 
stringers, cross ties and rails, and 
within thirty days there will be a mile 
and a half of single track, with the 
necessary turnouts, in complete run- 
ning order. Four small cars to be 
drawn by mules are now on their 
way here from Birmingham, Ala , and 
more will be purchased if the travel 
justifies the outlay. The route for 
the present will be down Shelby 
street to Second, on the South Side, 
and thence to and across the bridge 
to St. Clair on the North Side, and 
down St. Clair to Main, up Main to 
Ann street and thence up the turn- 
pike to the Cemetery gate. There 
will also be a line running around the 
block from St. Clair to Broadway 
street, thence to Ann and Main 
streets. Though this is not an exten- 
sive street railroad, it is predicted 
the day is not distant when rails will 
be laid on many other streets and 
out on every turnpike entering the 
city. It will thereby enable a man of 
small means to provide a home for 
his family in the suburbs, whsre prop- 
erty is cheap, and yet afford him the 
advantages of reaching his business 
at the least possible expense. In this 
way, by the aid of street cars, have 
the great cities spread and prospered. 
To the four citizens, Messrs. W. H. 
Posey, John Meagher, Pat McDonald, 
and John T. Buckley, who have 
persistently pursued the project 
at their own risk to a success- 
ful issue, and under the corporation 
title of the Capital Street Railway 
Company are at last about to reap 
their reward. The Roundabout lifts 
its hat to them in token of ist best 
wishes for the honor and profit that 
such a commendable public enterprise 
deserves.

CHARLEY STEPHENS 

Passes Away by a Self-Inflicted 
Wound. 

The city was startled Thursday af- 
ternoon by the report that Charley 
Stephens had taken his own life. The 
sad intelligence, which an investiga- 
tion confirmed, fell as a crushing 
blow upon the numerous friends 
which Charley's generous and genial 
qualities bad drawn to him. 

It appears that as late that after- 
noon as half past four o'clock the de- 
ceased had been'with his companions 
on the North Side. He bade Jack 
Todd and Zack Thomasson good-bye 
as he was about to leave them, and 
said: "You'll never see me again." 
Proceeding straight home to the cor- 
ner of Third and Conway streets, and 
passed to his room. Within a few 
minutes the report of the pistol was 
heard and the family ran to the room 
where they found Charley on the 
floor in front of the bureau with the 
smoking pistol close beside him. Dr. 
U. V. Williams was hastily summon- 
ed, but before he arrived and in less 
than fifteen minutes frdm the firing 
of the shot, the spirit of the unfortu- 
nate and misguided young man had 
taken its flight to another world. An 
examination of the wound, and direc- 
tion of the body, showed that he 
must have been standing in front of 
the mirrow and placed the pistol in 
his mouth to make sure of its deadly 
work. The ball entered at the back 
of the mouth and lodged in the back 
part of the head, and though life was 
not extinct for a few minutes, con 
sciousness did not return, and it is 
probable that death was really pain- 
less. 

As far as actually known there was 
no cause for the awful deed which 
prematurely terminated a life at one 
time so full of hope and promise as 
Charley Stephen's. He was in his 
twenty sixth year "and was for a num- 
ber of years a faithful employ ol the 
Roundabout, andlater of the Capital 
Printing Company. As he had not 
been at work recently, it may have 
been that a sudden fit 6f desponden- 
cy prompted him to end, as he did, 
the cares of a life which, perhaps, he 
greatly magnified in its burden 
through some youthful disappoint- 
ment in a love affair. The deceased 
was the youngest son of Richard 
Stephens, and besides his mother, to 
whom he was devotedly attached, he 
leaves a brother, Mr. Egbert Ste- 
phens, and two sisters, one, Miss Ella 
Stephens, a teacher in the city school. 
The sorrow stricken mother, whose 
grief has prostrated her, and the 
brother and sisters, who have been 
bereft of a loved form in the family 
circle, have the deepest sympathy of 
the waole community. 

The funeral took place from the 
residence at four o'clock yesterday 
afternoon, Rev. George Darsie con- 
ducting the services. The pall bear- 
ers were selected from among the 
closest friends and business associ- 
ates of the deceased, and the body 
was laid to rest in the cemetery.

Run, near the Anderson county line. 

Anarchist Bergman, who shot at 
and wounded H. C. Frick, Manager 
of Carnegie's Iron Works, at Home- 
stead, Pennsylvania, was given a 
sentence this week of twenty-one 
years in the State prison and one 
year in the work-house. 

The city has purchased five barrels 
of carbolic aoid for use ih disinfect- 
ing the premises of the poorer class 
of our citizens, who are not able to 
purchase disinfectants for their own 
use. It will be dispensed under the 
direction of the Board of Health. 

A number of the members of Capi- 
tal Lodge of Odd Fellows, headed by 
the Frankfort Cornet Band which was 
engaged to furnish the music for the 
occasion, wentto Eminence Wednes- 
day to attend the dedicatory ceremo- 
ny of the New Odd FellowB Temple in 
that town. 

It is gratifying news to learn of the 
impiovement in the condition of 
President Harrison's wife. She has 
been removed to the White House 
at Washington City, and the physi- 
cians express their belief in her ulti. 
mate restoration to fair, if not sound 
health. 

The contract for building the Ma- 
sonic Temple on Ann street opposite 
the ladies entrance to the Capital 
Hotel, was awarded to Mr. Spencer 0. 
Cryer, of this city, for $27,649.92. 
Work will be begun at once on the 
building, which, when completed, will 
be an elegant and imposing struct- 
ure. 

The friends of Prof. E. A. Fellmer 
in this city will be glad to learn that 
he has received the appointment of 
local agent for the Equitable Life As- 
surance Association of New York, one 
of the three largest and richest insur- 
ance companies in the United States. 
Prof. Fellmer is a genial, intelligent 
gentleman, whose reliability and 
wide acquaintance can not fail to 
make him a valuable agent to the 
oompany in this city. 

Dr. J. N. McCormack, of Bowling 
Oreen, Secretary of the State Board 
of Health and International Board of 
Health, after inspecting Louisville, 
declared that it is a hot bed for the 
propagation of cholera and other 
disease germs, and said it will take 
0 to put the city in proper san- 



itary condition by next spring, when 
he thinks the greatest danger of a 
cholera epidemic will exist. The 
Mayor, City Board of Health and 
prominent citizens are taking active 
measures now to give the city a 
cleaning. 

Auditor Norman issued a circular 
letter yesterday to the county clerks 
and assessors, and inclosed a copy of 
the Stephenson Revenue Bill, which 
postpones the date of the county and 
State assessment of 1893 from Septem- 
ber 15 to November 16, and also makes 
taxable all property not specifically 
exempted by the Constitution, and 
which is almost everything, except- 
ing government and church property. 
The Auditor announces in his circu- 
lar that all the necessary blanks are 
now being prepared and will be sent 
out to the proper officers at the earli- 
est practicable moment. 

Hurst, the convict whose escape is 
mentioned on another page of this 
paper, was captured Thursday night 
and returned to the prison by Farmer 
Quarles,'who lives six miles out of this 
city on the Owenton turnpike. He

Robt. Bartlett, charged with, the 
murder of the wife of Dr. Contiri, of 
Carroll county, was brought to this 
city Friday night by the Sheriff of 
Carroll county and placed in the cus- 
tody of Jailer Minus Williams for 
safe keeper. Immediately after the 
killing of the woman Bartlett disap- 
peared but was captured a month 
ago in South Dakota and brought 
back to Kentucky to answer for his 
crime. It was feared that a mob 
would execute summary vengence on 
him and Judge Montfort, in continu- 
ing the case for trialnext term, order 
ed the prisoner sent to Frankfort as a 
precautionary measure to avert any 
such unlawful proceeding. 

The attraction for women that some 
men possess is remarkable. Spanin- 
ger, who has been on trial in Louisville 
on the charge of poisoning Mrs. 
James Austin and Mrs. Bd. Sherrill, 
not only had one wife living and one 
dead, but maintained improper rela- 
tions with a number of other women 
who were jealeus of each other over 
jthe attention which Spaninger paid 
to them. Now to give emphasis to 
this power which some men, usually 
the most unattractive to their fellow- 
men, have over women, there came 
to this city Wednesday the two wives 
ofF.E. Rose, the bigamist in the peni- 
tentiary, t to plead Jointly with the 
Governor for their husband's 



pardon. One wife was from 
Louisville and the other from Hamil- 
ton, ()., and they were introduced to 
the Qovernor as Mrs. Rose No. 1 and 
Mrs. Rose No. 2. The pardon was 
not granted but the wives together 
went to the penitentiary and wept 
over and embraced their recreant 
husband, and departed for their 
homes, happier in loving such a man 
than never to have loved at all. 

This city may yet have a battery. 
Capt. Noel Gaines has bee^n requested 
by Adjutant General Gross to muster 
in about thirty or more young men 
to organize a battery, to consist of 
two gatlin and two field guns. Capt. 
Gaines has the matter under consider- 
ation and will probably accept and 
take the command of the battery, 
organized the battery will be attached 
to the Second Regiment, in which 
Company H., of this city, recently 
mustered out by reason of the expira- 
tion of their term of service, won the 
colors of the regiment and such 
signal praise for their bearing and 
drilling at the encampment here a 
year ago. 

Joseph B. Rucker, editor of the 
Reporter, of Somerset, Kentucky, 
and who at one time was an employe 
of the Yoeman office in this city, was 
mortally wounded by an unknown 
assassin Tuesday night. It is Bsp- 
posed that the cause of the shooting 
was the editor's relentless opposition 
to the lawlessness that has prevailed 
in Pulaski county. 

Ex-Chief of Police Jno. C. 
Anderson, whose conduct Rucker has 
severely criticised, is alleged to be 
the assassin and a reward of $1,000 has 
been offered by the county for his 
arrest and conviction. The wounded 
man died early Tuesday morning. In 
addition to the reward of $1,000 by 
county, Gov. Brown offers one of 
$300 and Rucker'p brother-in-law sup- 
plemented it still further by one of 
$500, making $18.00 total reward for 
the perpetrator of the crime.
